Minnesota lumbermen arc? of ihe 
opinion that for an alleged played- 
out lumbering district 
the 
white 
pine territory in the north has shown 
up pretty well this past season, says 
the D uluth Herald. 
From all the 
information now available it is cer­ 
tain that the cut of the season that 
is so very near its close, will be the 
largest in any year in the history of 
the white pine industry. 
There have been predictions made 
Inexperienced lumber manufacturers 
at the head of the lake that the high 
mark reached this year is the climax 
and that from now on the head of the 
lakes m ills will have a constantly 
diminished cut. 
This view, however, 
is not held by all for there are others 
who have been as long in the busi­ 
ness here who say that the prospects 
are good for just as big a cot next 
year; furthermore, that Duluth for 
several years to come will be an im­ 
portant lumber manufacturing cen­ 
ter. 
Various causes have stimulated the 
favorable conditious of the past sea­ 
son. 
One of the prominent influen­ 
ces has been the high price of lum­ 
ber. 
The season has been marked by 
the strength of lumber prices for 
there was not a month during the 
summer or fall that there was 
the 
least sign of a weakening in * prices. 
On the contrary, there has been a 
little stiffening along some lines from 
the very 
beginning of the season. 
The favorable logging conditions 
of last winter had an effect on gen­ 
eral conditions and brought about a 
period of uninterrupted activity, and 
the mills of the district have 
been 
enabled to run steadily all the year. 
These and other circumstances have 
combined 
to make the white pine 
output larger than the normal. 
The favorable general conditions 
were supplemented by such condi­ 
tions in the lumber market that at 
no time during the season has there 
l»eenauy threatened danger from an 
over stocked market. 
The year has 
been a prosperous one for the re­ 
tailers, therefore a prosperous one 
for the manufacturers. 
By many the output of the season 
is regarded as very significant in view 
of the rapid ly decreasing acreage of 
available timber, and even more sig 
nificant when the quality of the logs 
now manufactured is compared with 
the quality of the logs cut several 
years ago.

Favorable Lodging Conditions of 
A Year ago Have Re* 
suited Favorabl). 


Minnesota lumbermen an* of ibe 


opinion that for an alleged piayed- 
out lumbering district tbe white 
pine territory in tbe north has shown 
up pretty well tbia past season, says 
the Duluth Herald. 
From all tbe 


information now available it is cer­ 
tain that tbe cut of the season that 
in so very near its close, will be the 
largest in any year in the history of 
the white pine industry. 
There hare been predictions made 


by experienced lumber manufacturers 
at tbe head of the lake that tbe high 
mark reached this year is the climax 
and that from now on. the 'head of the 
lakes mills wi.ll hare a constantly 
diminished cut, This view, .however, 
is .not held by all for there are others 
who have been .as long in the busi­ 
ness here who say that the prospecta 
are .good for just as 'big a cut next 
year; furthermore, that Duluth for 
several years to come will be an im­ 
portant lumber manufacturing cen­ 
ter. 
Various causes have stimulated the 


favorable cooditioos of tbe past sea­ 
son. One of the prominent iofluen- 
eea baa been the high price of lum­ 
ber. Tbe season has been marked by 
the strength of lumber prices for 
there was not a month during the 
summer or fall that there was the 
least sign of a weakening lire.prices. 
On the contrary , there has been a 
little stiffening along some lines from; 
the very beginning of the season. 


Tbe favorable logging conditions 


of last winter bad an effect on. gen­ 
eral conditions and brought a tout a 
period, of uninterrupted activity, and 
tbe mills of tbe district have been 
enabled to run steadily all the year. 
These and other circumstances have 
iXMH.bi.ned to make tbe white pine 
output larger than the normal. 


The favorable .general conditions 


■were supplemented by such condi­ 
tions in the lumber market that at 
.no time during the season, has there 
been any threatened danger from an 
over stocked market. 
The year lias 


been a prosperous one for the re­ 
tailers, therefore a prosperous one 
for the manufacturers. 


By many the output of the seaaou 
Is regarded as very aígniIleaot in view 
of the rapidly decreasing acreage'of 
available timber, and. even inore sig­ 
nifican t when, the quality of the logs 
now manufactured, is compared, with 
the quality of the logs cut several 
years ago. 
It is claimed that under 


the best circumstances a cut of this 
sise from such timber would a few 
years ago have been impossible in tbe 
number of milis represented in the 
white pine district. 
'Then, too, there are many sections 


that were cut over several, years ago . 
in the white pine .north,, where tbe 
lumbermen, regarding tbe timber as 


plenty, went over-the tint» peg* with 
a ruthless band, but selected only the 
best of the logs for manufacture and 
left tbe rest to dry out, feed fires or 
go into a slow decay 
During the 


past two years some of the shrewd 
lumbermen of tbe state, realizing 
that the suer *ediog years will wit­ 
ness more economical met h ad* of 
lumbering, have been buying up and 
cutting into lumber all of the downed j 
, g ( 
timber rejected in former year». 
There have bees several instances 
where the plan has 'been worked at a 
small cost and has brought, excellent 
returns.
